STATE WILL BE REPUBLICAN 


Woodward last evening, and Assistant 
Secretary ( unningham came in from 
Lawton at the same time, both having 
been engaged during the past week in 
directing the work of selecting the ad­ 
ditional college lands granted to the 
territory under the statehood bill. 
The school land departm ent thus has 
the distinction of having carried out the 
first official business of the new state. 
“ It is a significant fact,” said Secre­ 
tary Wenner this morning, “ and typical 
of the way all things are done in Okla­ 
homa that the first taking of public 
land in the territory was with a rush 
and a race, and that the last taking of 
the publie domain was again of the 
same character. 
The race this time, 
however, was between the settlers and 
the representatives of the school land 
fund of the new state. 
When I arrived 
at Woodward 
last Wednesday 
and

M EASURING DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De­ 
termined by Interesting Scien­ 
tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is tbs 
height of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. SA*, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
- anes of blue from the sky. 
The mo 
meot at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed 
quite 
easily 
with approximate certainty 
by 
the 
naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec­ 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun’s light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but th# 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars. The shooting star method gives 
A result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. The former 
gives the height of the atmosphere at 
*109 mites.

FOR OKLAHOMA LAND 


Guthrie, Okla., June 26.—Secretary 


Fred L. Wenner of the Territorial 
school land department, returned from 
Woodward last evening, and Assistant 
Secretary Cunningham came in from 
Lawton at the same time, both having 
been engaged during the past week in 
directing the work of selecting the ad- 
ditional college lands granted to the 
territory under the statehood bill. 


The school land department thus has 


;he distinction of having carried out the 
irst official business of the new state. 


"It is a significant fact," said Secre- 


tary Wenner this morning, "and typical 
of the way all things are done in Okla- 
loma that the first taking of public 
and in the territory was with a rush 
and a race, and that the last taking of 
he public domain was again of the 
ame character. The race this time, 
lowever, was between the settlers and 
he representatives of the school land 
und of the new state. When I arrived 
t Woodward 
last Wednesday and 


rganized my force of clerks to begin 
sting the vacant lands and filing on 
ame, from thirty to forty filings were 
emg made per day on the land in that 
istrict. The word soon got out, how- 


ever, that we were about to take all 
the land and there was a grand rush. 
Everybody 
who had not secured a 


homestead began to line up to file, and 
people began coming in large numbers 
from all directions. Where the filing 
was properly offered in good Jiaith It 


was accepted if offered in the regular 
way before that particular piece of 
land was listed and claimed for the 
state, but 
large number of bogus 


filings were made which will be con- 
tested by the state. 


"During Thursday, Friday and Satur- 


day, I had a force of fourteen clerks 
at work at the Woodward office, and 
during the three days listed and filed on 
790,000 acres of land. I left a force of 
eight clerks at work under Chief In- 
spector Berkey and expect that during 
the next three of four days they will 
secure at least 100,000 additional acres 
and possibly more 


"Assistant 
Secretary 
Cunningham 


completed the selection and filing on ali 
lands in the Lawton district, making a 
total of 60,000 acres; 34,000 acres have 
been filed on in the Guthrie district, 
and clerks are at work in the Alva dis- 
trict under direction of J. C. Orner, of 
the school land office, and will complete 
the listing and filing upon 30,000 acres 
there by tomorrow night. This will 
make in all about one million acres se- 
cured for the colleges., leaving us short 
10,000 or 50,000 acres on the grant 
made in the statehood bill. This is 
better than we expected. Had the 
work been delayed a week we would 
have been short 
150,000 or 200,000 


acres, as the settlers were pouring into 
Beaver county by the train load and 
large colonies were being organized to 
come to the new state to take up land."

STATE WILL BE REPUBLICAN 


GOVERNMENT AGENT IS 


INVESTIGATING COAL LANDS 


Guthrie, O. T., June 26.—Cash Cade, 


Republican national committeemen of 
Oklahoma Territory, was in Guthrie 
conferring with local politicians relative 
to the political complexion of the new 
state. Mr. Cade expresses confidence 
that ihe new state will be Republican 
at the first election, although he says 
that the political status of Indian Ter- 
ritory is so problematical that it is 
impossible to make a positive statement 
as to the political complexion of the 
state at the first election. 


"I have no doubt," said Mr. Cade in 


discussing the political status, that the 
section of the new state comprising 
Oklahoma Territory will be safely Re- 
publican. It is up to the organization 
in Indian Territory to bring that sec- 
tion of the state into the Republican 
ranks. I consider it very unfortunate 
that a measure has not passed congress 
extending the laws of Oklahoma over 
Indian Territory during the formation 
period of the state. It looks now as if 
such a law will not be passed at the 


present session of congress. 


' 'Without some kind of county or- 


ganization, political matters will be very 
badly mixed in Indian Territory during 
the first election. 
That section of the 


state will have at least fifteen county 
seat fights on its hands. I have been 
through several county seat fights and 
know what confusion they can stir up. 
Political lines will be abolished. 
In 


certain sections of Indian Territory 
people will align themselves with the 
candidates who will vote for their fa- 
vorite towns for county seat honors. 
If the laws of Oklahoma could be tem- 
porarily extended over Indian Territory 
and the present recording districts or- 
ganized into counties, a basis for a 
thorough party organization could be 
formed and the Republican party would 
have a definite foundation upon which 
to carry on the campaign. "- 


Mr. Cade said that no steps has yet 


been taken toward amalgamating the 
Republican organizations of the two 
territories. 


South McAlester, I. T., June 25. — 


D. W. Caldwell of Tyler, Texas, spec- 
ial agent of the agricultural department 
at Washington to investigate the seg- 
regated asphalt and coal lands, is in 
this region busy with his report, which 
will be an exhaustive one on the dispo- 
sition of the lands for farming purpos- 
es. So far Mr. Caldwell has found the 
lease system absolutely inimical to the 
importation of the best sort of farmers. 
It is said tnat he will recommend a mit- 
igation of the high leases and favor 
government aid to farmers who will ac- 
cept the surface of the lands upon 
reasonably long leases. 


During his stay heri the inspector 


gathered his evidence informally and 
his report will be in the nature of a 
recommendation, having no more force 
than such a document. His presence 
in this city has made the Choctaw 
farmers hopeful that an almost intoler- 
ble condition of affairs is about to come 
to an end.

Guthrie, Okla., June 26.—Secretary 


Fred L. Wenner of the Territoria 
school land department, returned from 
Woodward last evening, and Assistan 
Secretary Cunningham came in from 
Lawton at the same time, both having 
been engaged during the past week in 
directing the work of selecting the ad- 
ditional college lands granted to the 
territory under the statehood bill. 


The school land department thus has 


;he distinction of having carried out the 
irst official business of the new state. 


"It is a significant fact," said Secre- 


tary Wenner this morning, "and typical 
of the way all things are done in Okla- 
loma that the first taking of public 
and in the territory was with a rush 
and a race, and that the last taking of 
he public domain was again of the 
ame character 
The race this time, 


however, was between the settlers and 
he representatives of the school land 
und of the new state. When I arrived 
t Woodward 
last Wednesday and 


rganized mv force of clerks to begin 
sting the vacant lands and filing on 
ame, 
from thirty to forty filings were 


emg made per day on the land in that 
istiict. The woi-d ^oon got out, how- I 


ever, that we were about to take all 
the land and there was a grand rush. 
Everybody 
who had not secured a 


homestead began to Ime up to file, ard 
people began coming in large numbers 
from all directions. Where the filing 
was properly offered in good Jiaith ,t 


was accepted if offered in the regular 
way before that particular piece of 
land was listed and claimed for the 
state, but 
large number 
of bogus 


filings weie made which will be con- 
tested by the state. 


"During Thursday, Friday and Satur- 


day, I had a force of fourteen clerks 
at work at the Woodward office, and 
during the three days listed and filed on 
790,000 acres of land. I left a force of 
eight clerks at work under Chief In- 
spector Berkey and expect that during 
the next three of four days they will 
secure at least 100,000 additional acres 
and possibly more

jeen filed on in the Guthrie district, 
and clerks are at work in the Alva clis-

;he school land office, and will complete 
he listing and filing upon 30,000 acres 
here by tomorrow night. This will 
make in all about one million acres se- 
ured for the colleges, leaving us short 
0,000 or 50,000 acres on the grant 
made in the statehood bill.

OF COURSE CADE SAYS NEW 


STATE WILL BE REPUBLICAN 


GOVERNMENT AGENT IS 


INVESTIGATING COAL LANDS 


Guthrie, O. T., June 26. — Cash Cade, 


Republican national committeemen of 
Oklahoma Territory, was in Guthrie 
conferring with local politicians relative 
to the political complexion of the new 
state. Mr. Cade expresses confidence 
that ihe new state will be Republican 
at the first election, although he says 
that the political status of Indian Ter- 
ritory is so problematical that it is 
impossible to make a positive statement 
as to the political complexion of the 
state at the first election. 


"I have no doubt," said Mr. Cade in 


discussing the political status, that the 
section of the new state comprising 
Oklahoma Territory will be safely Re- 
publican. It is up to the organization 
in Indian Territory to bring that sec- 
tion of the state into the Republican 
ranks. I consider it very unfortunate 
that a measure has not passed congress 
extending the laws of Oklahoma over 
Indian Territory during the formation 
period of the state. It looks now as if 
such a law will not be passed at the 


present session of congress. 


' 'Without some kind of county or- 


ganization, political matters will be very 
badly mixed in Indian Territory during 
the first election. That section of the 
state will have at least fifteen county 
seat fights on its hands. I have been 
through several county seat fights and 
know what confusion they can stir up. 
Political lines will be abolished. 
In 


certain sections of Indian Territory 
people will align themselves with the 
candidates who will vote for their fa- 
Ivorite towns for county seat honors. 
If the laws of Oklahoma could be tem- 
porarily extended over Indian Territory 
and the present recording districts or- 
ganized into counties, a basis for a 
thorough party organization could be 
formed and the Republican party would 
have a definite foundation upon which 
to carry on the campaign." 


Mr. Cade said that no steps has yet 


been taken toward amalgamating the 
Republican organizations of the two 
teiritories. 


South McAlester, I. T., June 25. — 


D. W. Caldwell of Tyler, Texas, spec- 
ial agent of the agricultural department 
at Washington to investigate the seg- 
regated asphalt and coal lands, is in 
this region busy with his report, which 
will be an exhaustive one on the dispo- 
sition of the lands for farming purpos- 
es. So far Mr. Caldwell has found the 
lease system absolutely inimical to the 
importation of the best sort of farmers. 
It is said tnat he will recommend a mit- 
igation of the high leases and favor 
government aid to farmers who will ac- 
cept the surface of the lands upon 
reasonably long leases. 


During his stay here the inspector 


gathered his evidence informally and 
his report will be in the nature of a 
recommendation, having no more force 
than such a document. His presence 
in this city has made the Choctaw 
farmers hopeful that an almost intoler- 
ble condition of affairs is about to come 
to an end.

* lifetime. 
The vast host of birds 


stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the flight. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him. 
hut none stirs till from overaead he 
Cives the call for his subjects to fol- 
Jow him. 


Some fifty birds rise in the air and 


follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgellke formation, with 
-three single birds in a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min- 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the king returns, 
•and after a few minutes rest be rises 
Into the air again, and the same pro- 
cess is gone through before he leads 
off another batch. 


Again and again he returns, until all 
are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet him In the air as he flies 
back to them. Then, with their sov- 
ereign at their head, these also wing 
their way toward the pole not to re- 
turn until the following October.

tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light.
